He felt the losa of this pcWnMnc 
young nuin more aevertdy thaB AttJWiV 
else, perbapa, outside of the imgied' 
late tUnlly. He paid the highest pos- 
sible tribute to Manley. 

A very buve crowd was iMreaent at 
the funeral. Maa^ pMWie from Loo- 
iaa were there. B«v. J. D. Boll and 
Rev. John Cheap W«r« amoog tbe 
faumber who went from iWra. 

Manley was barely It years of ago. 
After tbe death of bla mother, ,tnd 
during the absence of bla older broth- 
er, WlUia, In school at Oeonretown, 
Ky., he was virtually In ehargr of the 
family affairs. His father thought he 
would have to give up his work as 
field worker for the Kentucky Sunday 
flohool Association In r order U) tnko I 
care of the farm and the children, but 
Manley aaaumed charge and .woriced 
hard and faithfully.

Prestonsblirg, Ky.. May 28.— Police 
Judge Kerry Hager and Town Marshal 
S. A. Collins, Weekabury, this county. 
Were .sentenced to twenty-one yearn 
here today tor the killing of Gerard 
Richmond, a B. S^ O. bridge guard. 

Richmond was slain last October 
when tbe two officials sought to arrost 
him for transporting liquor to hto 
home, 

Tbe trial, which brought Into the 
Floyd Circuit Court an array ot at- 
torneys of liastem Kentucky, hinged 
targely on testimony of an X-ray ex- 
pert, called on to determine the kind 
of a bullet Irabeded In Collins' lt«. 

The defense oontended that Rlch- 
raond ihred first at the officers. The 
prosecution sought to prove that Rich- 
mond's pistol had not been fired, as 
It contained only one empty shell 
which already ,was In the weapon when 
he borrowedMt that night. Tbe de- 
fense countered with an attempt to 
show tbat the weapon had been r 
loaded. 

The State said the liiill in I'ulli.i.-;' 
leg was Bt^ and that the marshal 
must have been shot aoeldentaily by 
Hager, who used a steel .38 bullet, 
whereas Richmond's revolver contain- 
ed lead bullets. 

The X-ray expert said the bullet had 
not flattened against the bone as 
lead one would have. 

Richmond was shot Ave tlmss in the 
biick. IThere were no eye-wltaesses to 
the shooting. 

Both sides sought to show previous 
threats. One witness testified the town 
marshal had made the statement that 
he "would give almoat anything to get 
rid of Richmond."
